WASHINGTON. 


General News Notes. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Sept. 8.— The issue of 
silver dollars for the week ended Sept. 6 were 
$348,497; for the corresponding period last 
year, $521,998. 

The wife of Commissioner Walter Evans is 
seriously ill. 

W. D. Mixter and A. J. Gibbs of Miner's 
Centre, Dak., Sanford McGinnis of Kimball, 
Dak., and C. Bartlett of Salem, Dak., have been 
disbarred from practice as attorneys before the 
Interior Department because of complicity in 
the Dakota land frauds. 

WasHINnaTon, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—The 
President today filled the vacancy in the Sixth 
Auditor's office caused by the death of Judge Ela 
of New Hampshire by the promotion of Robert 
T. Crowell of Minnesota, Deputy Sixth Auditor, 
to Auditor, and the promotion of Mr. E. A. 
Clifford of Illinois to be Deputy Auditor. In 
these two appointments the President has 
shown that he is disposed to carry out the 
spirit and letter of the CivilService law. Mr, 
Crowell has for many years occupied a lend- 
ing place in the Sixth Auditor's office, 
and is thoroughly tamiliar with its duties. His 
appointment cannot fail to meet with uni- 
versal approval. Mr. Clifford entered the de- 
partment as aclerk of the first class, and on 
account of his merit and untiring devotion to 
his business has been promoted through va- 
rious administrations to chief of division, and 
today was made Deputy Auditor. The position 
is one of much responsibility, as all the ac 
counts arising in the Post-Office Department 
are audiced by this office. Mr. Clifford by this 
promotion is made the executive officer of an 
office which has about 400 clerks. 

The heat of the day has been intense, and the 
worst of it is that the signal officers promise no 
immediate relief. The Chief Signal Officer, in 
answer to an inquiry whether there is any pros- 
pect of achange, said: Not the slightest 
that we can see. It seems to bein statu quo. 
Last Saturday morning there was a cool wave 
coming from the Northwest, which we thought 
would reach this locality, but it was neutralized 
by southwesterly winds. As it is now we don't 
Bee any prospect of a cool wave or rain, but 
hope that something will transpire shortly to 
cause a change. 

Health-Officer Townshend this afternoon ad- 
dressed a letter to Maj. Haines requesting that 
the rank growth of weeds which bas sprung up 
on the filled portion of the flats be cut down 
and allowed to dry and then burned. This, he 
says, willavoid the danger which may result 
from their falling and decaying later in the 
season.

FRANKLIN COUNTY, PA. 


Celebration of the Centennial of Its 
Organization. 

CHAMBERSBURG, Pa., Sept. 8.—[Special.}— 
Col. Benjamin Chambers, the first white settler 
in Franklin County, located in Chambersburg 
in the year 1730. The County of Franklin was 
organized the 9th of September, 1784. The event 
is now being celebrated, commencing with a cen- 
tennial sermon Sunday and ending with a grand 


. industrial and trades display. So literally hid- 


den are all the public buildings and private 
residences under their showers of flags and 
colored lanterns that the casual visitor to our 
town cannot help but carry away the impres- 
sion that Chambersburg is a highly-patriotio 
place. This morning was ushered in with a 
ciear sky, but it was intensely hot. Early in 
the morning the special trains rolled in their 
freight of farmers and their families and 
strangers from a distance returning to 
their native place for the celebration. The reg- 
ular trains were. all crowded, and this evening 
fully 10,000 strangers are in town, which num- 
ber will bedoubled tomorrow. The civil and 
military parade this morning comprised three 
sections, bein composed of G. A. R. Posts, 
secret societies, and fire companies respective- 
ly. Over 10,000 men were in line and fully 
twenty bands, all from the country, were in 
the procession. In the evening the town was 
lighted with electric lights, and the effect was 
greatly hightened by the brilliant illumina- 
tion of private residences. The Carnival As- 


sociation gave a magnificent parade at 9 o’clock,. 


having over 100 mounted men in costumes 
and eight flats representing scenes taken from 
history and mythology. The centennial proper 
occurs tomorrow, and will be the big day of the 
celebration. 


A CLERGYMAN KILLED. 

SOUTHPORT, Conn., Sept. 8.—Soon after 3 
o'clock Saturday the Rev. James Wesley Horne, 
pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, left 
the railroad station, intending to walk to Fair- 
field, one and a half miles distant. He fol- 
lowed the track of the New Haven Railroad, 
and when about midwav between the two sta- 
tions he observed a train from the East ap- 
proaching.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 8—Midnight.—|Spe- 
cial.|—The people of Maine have today elected 
a Governor, four members of Congress, thirty- 
one State Senators, 151 Representatives, and a 
full list of county officegs, except County Com- 
missioners, besides adopting an amendment to 
the State Constitution forever prohibiting the 
manufacture and salt of intoxicating liquors. 
The weather during day was all that could 
be desired, and all present appearances indi- 
cate the polling of a heavy vote. Good judges es- 
timate the total voté at 145,000, of which the Re- 
publicans will have 78,000, tne Democrats 65,000, 
and all others 3,000. This would be an in- 
crease of 7,000 over the total vote of 1882, and 
an increase of 6,000 in the Republican vote, 
and would give Gov. Robie a pl lity of 
15,000, or a majority 0 13,500. 
But the returns from a large 
proportion of the State come in slowly and it is 
frequently a week before an accurate estimate 
of the majority can be made. All the Repub- 
lican Congressmen haye been elected and the 
Legislature will probably stand as tollows: 
Senate, twenty-eight Republicans ang three 
opposition; House, ninety-eight Republicans 
to fifty-three opposition. 

This is the first election of Congressmen and 
members of the Legislature that has occurred 
since the State was reapportioned, so that esti- 
mates for members of the Legislature tonight 
have to be based, to some extent, upon the 
previous record of the new legislative districts, 
but the above figures will not be found far out 
of the way.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 8.—[Special.}—The fire 
is out, and today there remains, instead of 
thousands of piles of white lumber, fifty acres 
of black and smoking ruins lit by piies of fire. 
It is a strange mass of freight-cars, charred 
lumber and logs, and brick and wooden walis 
that have toppled over. As near as can be es- 
timated, the fire will cost property-owners and 
the city between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. The 
ruined district is what is known as The Flats 
or Whisky Island.“ It is low, betweendihe West, 
East, and South Sides, and made an island 
by the bends of the muddy Cuyahoga. Its 
edges have been reclaimed from the river and 
are wooden docks. All these are ba ly dam- 


‘aged. Three bridges are injured and one de- 


stroyed. Itisalways a dangerous district for 
a fire; and press, firemen, and insurance-men 
have appealed to the Council time and time 
again for an engine to be stationed in its midst, 
but the appeals were not answered. The pres- 
ent disaster could have been averted had an 
engine reached where the fire broke out five 
minutes after it was discovered, but the 
machines had to run over a mile and 
a half of hilly road in answer to the alarm. 
When the first reached the ground the fire was 
too heavy to be checked, and all that could be 
done was to fight and fall back step by step. It 
was only checked at the river. It crossed even 
that on the East Side and did some damage, but 
a desperate fight was made upon it by the fire- 
men at that point, and, the wind favoring 
them, it was prevented from eating its way 
into the centre of the manufacturing district. 
Thus the worse that had been feared was 
averted. It was checked at 3 this morning, and 
has since been burning itself out. 

The Cleveland force was aided by a dozen en- 
gines from adozen neighboring towns. All 
the military companies were employed in car- 
rying lumber away so as to hem the fire in. 
They responded manfully. 

Six firemen were hurt by having limbs 
breken and scorched. Fire-Chief Harry Reb- 
beck was nearly killed by a mass of falling 
and blazing woodwork. Two engines hemmed 
in by the flames were run into the river to save 
them from destruction. 

THE LOSSES. 

The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Columbus & In- 
dianapolls Railroad bridge at Centre street is 
nearly destroyed, and all their tracks ana 
sidings on the island are wrecked, with about 
fifteen freight-cars. 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern. Rail- 
road bas about three miles of track sidings in 


the lumber region destroyed. The ties of the 
main line bave been burned, with ten cars and 
contents. 
Cleveland & Pittsburg Railroad loses 
fifteen cars and their contents. 

The New Vork & Pennsylvania Railroad’s 
wooden freight-héuse has also gone. The new 
brick building was saved, but only by the 
wind. 

The railroads will thus be $150,000 loser. The 
city will be another $100,000 to the bad. Fol- 
lowing is a tabuiated statement:

FINANCIAL. 


The Catholic Publishing Company 
and Other Chicago Concerns in 
Trouble. 

Two attachments were issued from the Su- 
perior Court yesterday against the Union Cath- 
olic Publishing Company—one in favor of 
Henziger of New York for $827 and another in 
favor of D. O. Roundy & Son for $611. Less 
than an hour afterwards Donohue & Henne- 
berry, the bookbinders, who were the leading 
stockholders and officers of the concern, made 
an assignment to Otto Phillippi, but not before 
the Sheriff had levied upon a case of altar- 
vessels which were for sale in the Catholic 
bookstore and headquarters of the company at 
No. 79 Randolph street. Aug. 8 the Catholic 
Publication Company, which was composed of 
Donohue & Henneberry, and a dealer in 
church vestments and like articles named 
Fidou, sold out the concern to Henneberry & 
O’Brien tor $2,000, but since these men made 
the purchase they have been at a loss to die- 
coverin what their goods consisted, as they 
say they got nothing but a stock of not over- 
attractively-bound volumes of Catholic liter- 
ature. M. A. Donohue, who was President of 
the publishing company, claimed that the con- 
dern was indebted to him  personatiy in 
about $5,000, and, it is claimed, be reserved 
that amount of the assets when it was old 
to Henneberry & O’Brien. When the latter 
discovered this théy made a mild kick, but to 
no purpose, and if they do not constitute the 
Catholic Publishing Company who are the men 
that do is the question which is bothering 
creditors. The Sheriff made the levy on Henue- 
berry & O’Brien’s stock yesterday on the 
strength of the sign over the door and 
in the office of the establishment an- 
nouncing that it was the headquarters of 
the company in question, although Messrs, 
Henneberry & O'Brien protested against the 
attachment on the grounds that they hadn't 
anything to do with the Catholic Publishing 
Company. They intend taking in the unlucky 
sign today. 

The attorney for the company said their lia- 
bilities will figure up between §12,000 and 
$15,000, While their assets will amount to $7,000. 

Harvey W. Hickox, proprietor of a small 
lumber-yard at No. 4411 South Halsted street, 
made an assignment to John H. Rollins. A 
schedule filed by himself shows his liabilities to 
be $4,879, awuinst assets amounting to $4,175. 
The latter are made up of stock lumber, office- 
fixtures, one team of horses, and book accounts. 
Many of the accounts are said to be poor ones. 

At a meeting of the creditors of the Rounds 
Type & Press Company Edward A. Biake of 
Chicago and C. A. White of Philadelphia were 
elected trustees for the benefit of the creditors. 
The paid-up capital stock of the company is 
$150,000 and the liabilities $50,000. 


- Louisville Commission Merchants. 

. Lowi1svitug, Ky., Sept. 8&.—([Special.|—The 
failure of Payne, Viley & Co., which was an- 
bounced late Saturday nicht. is today the sub- 
ject of much comment in business circles. The 
firm did the biggest commission business on 
Main street, and was weil known all over the 
South and West. The failure was at first sup- 
posed to be an ordinary commercial collapse. 


Today, at a megting of the creditors, 
the charge was made that in 
a number of instances the firm 


had pledged bogus warebouse receipts with 
banks in this city and in New York. Their as- 
signment was precipitated by the United States 
Nationa! Bank of New York, which corporation 
holds $65,000 worth of their securities. Logan 
C. Murray, the President of the bank in ques- 
tion, is here looking after his claim. The lia- 
bilities of the firm are estimated at $160,000, 
of which $65,000 is due tothe United States 
National Bank of New York, $15,000 
each to the Bank of Commerve and 
the Kentucky National Bank of thie city, and 
$25,000 to the Merchants’ National, also of this 
city. The firm was composed of Henry C. 
Payne and Jobn T. Viley, both young men of 
high social standing and the best family con- 
nections. Viley is a son of the late John T. 
Viley of Lexington, Ky., and is a great favorit 
in society. Both me members of the Penden- 
nis Club of this city, and Payne is a director 
in the Kentucky National Bank. The failure 
of the firm and the rumors today have created 
a great sensation. The Fidelity Trust Company 
is the assignee, and Mr. Hasley of that con- 
cern has instituted a rigd investigation of 
Payne, Viley & Co.’s books. Tonight he will 
say nothing, except that the assets are nomi- 
nal and probably very small. 


Suspension of a Savings Bank at Fa- 
yetteville, Tenn. 

NASHVILIE, Tenn., Sept. %.—[Special.}— 
When the hour for opening the doors of the 
Lincoln Savings Bank of Fayetteville arrived 
this morning a card signed by President James 
announcing the suspension of the institution 
was posted. The card stated that this was 
necessary on account of the stringency of the 
money market and the failure to make collec- 
tions. The suspension created a deal of 
excitement, the streets in the vicinity of the 
bank being occupied all day by knots of de- 
-positors and others. The deposits are esti- 
mated at $100,000, and the assets are double that 
amount. The depositors are mostly persons of 
‘moderate means. The bank bad prior to the 
first of the present year declared small divi- 
dends, and last January had a surplus of 815. 
000. It had a large amount of money invested 
in real estate, on which cost could not be 
readily realized. The impression prevails that 
the depositors will be paid in full and the 
stockholders receive 50 per cent or more if 
the bank's affairs are judiciously managed. 
The stockboiders have been notified to meet 
next Saturday and decide wnat shall be done. 
This is the first bank failure in Tennessee for 
years. No other bank will be affected by the 
suspension.

PRISON REFORM. 


Proceedings of the National Prison 
Association of the United States. 

BarmaToGa, N. T., Sept. 8.—(Special.}—The 
National Prison Association of the United 
States, the Hon. Rutherford B. Hayes, of Fre 
mont, O., President, reassembied this morning. 
A paper on inter-State extradition was read by 
Goodwin Brown of Albany, the Governor's 
pardon clerk. He began by stating that the 
subject of inter-State extradition was no less 
important than the international extradition, 
though it has been much underestimated. 
Tracing its history from its origin through the 
stormy days immediately preceding the Civil War 
to the present, Mr. Brown pointed out some 
practical observations and suggestions on its 
exercise. The case of Eno, 8o recently before 
and Courts in Canada, was cited as showing 
that, according to the laws there, evidence 
must be submitted showing conclusively the 
guilt of the accused. Uniform rules should be 
adopted inall the States governing this sub- 
ject. 

Prof. Francis Wayland of Yale College of- 
fered the following resolution, which was sec- 
onded by Gen. Brinkerboff of Ohio, and unan- 
imously adopted by the meeting: 

„ WHE s, Owing to the diversity of pro- 
cedure in™ the Various States and Territories 
in the United States in the matter of the ex- 
tradition of fugitives from justice, arising 
chiefly by reason of the doubts which exist as 
to the meaning of the Constitution and stat- 
utes of the United States in relation to this 
subject; and 

**WuHeras, It is desirable that orime should 
be properly and speedily punished wherever 
committed; and 

*“ WHEREAS, It is believed that it is entirely 
feasible to secure by concerted and proper 
acuon the adoption ot uniform rules and 
practices between the States and Territories; 
therefore, 

** Resolved, That a committee of this associa- 
tion, consisting of three persons, be appointed 
by the Chairman, with power to associate other 
persons with them, if necessary or advisable, 
to take such steps as may be necessary to bring 
about the adoption ot uniform rules and 
practices between the States and Territories of 
the United States regulating the extradition of 
tugitives from justice." 

Prof. Wayland then read a paper on“ The 
Pardoning Power—Where Shall It Be Exer- 
cised?"" The Professor cited numerous cases 
ilhustrative of the subject, and urged the es- 
tablishment of a Board of Pardons in the 
various States whose duty it should be to act 
upon all applications for pardon instead of 
vesting that power in the executive, as is now 
done in a majority of the States. 

At the afternoon session took place a general 
informal discussion in regard to prison reform. 


CLEVER CAPTURES. 


Three Men Bulldoze a Train of Pas- 
sengers and Bring Up in Jail. 

New HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 8.—(Special.}|— 
When the afternoon train from New Haven on 
the Derby Road stopped at the West Haven 
Station today three men were found riding on 
one of the forward trucks, and 
the train-men attempted to dislodge them. 
The three men were dragged from their con- 
cealment and ordered off. Instead of obeying, 
the strangers showed fight. They were all big, 
burly men, and succeeded in forcing their way 
back to the truck. Again the train-hands at- 
tacked them and again they succeeded in dis- 
lodging the men. One of the supposed tramps 
then drew a huge revolverand remarked that 
the man that laid hands on himdied. In an in- 
stant Cyrus Merritt bad knocked the fellow down 
the embankment. He rolled to the bottom, 
but, regaining his feet, staggered up the slope. 
Raising his weapon he took aim at Merritt 
and Phillips and fired. The ball missed the 
train-men, but struck a window of the passen- 
er-car and passed threugh the car. The train 
was crowded, and at the report of the pistol 
and whizz of the bali aterrible scene of con- 
fusion followed. Amid the shricks and ex- 
cited exciamations of the men every one in the 
car dropped under the shelter of the seats 


and waited breathiesly for the next 
shot. Several of the lady passengers 
fainted, and the f&nic was universal. 


Fortunately noone was wounded by the shot. 
The train-men were unarmed, and were forced 
to allow the tramps to occupy their truck, first 
brandishing drawn pistols, looking over the 
passengers, and remarking that they Guessed 
the crowd was not worth going through.” 
Finding that the supposed tramps remained 
quietly on the truck, Conductor Eaton 
started his train. From West Haven 
to Derby no stop was made. While the train 
was in the tramps could not leave the 
truck. The train siowed up at Orange and a 
train-man jumped from the cars and telepboned 
to the Birmingham police to meet the train at 
Derby. At Derby the train was met by a 
strong force of police, and the vagabonds 
were dragged from their truck. One man 
escaped, The captives were taken to the lock- 
up and searched.

The Reasons Why Kansas City and

In ite issue of yesterday a morning paper | 


gives the startling information that a passen- 
ger-rate war between Chicago and Council 
Bluffs ig threatened. It asserts, as a reason, 
that a manager has made the remarkable 
discovery that rates between those points can- 
not be maintained on account of the great 
number of “ advertising mileage tickets that 
are on the market, which were sold by adver- 
tisers to brokers and scalpers at greatiy re- 
duced rates. The article undertakes to ex- 
plain how it is done, and makes statements 
that any intelligent reader or railroad man 
would recognize at once as preposterous. It 
is a fact that rates between Chicago and 
Kansas City are not as steady as the railroads 
would desire, and the same may be said of 
rates between Chicago and Council Bluffs; but 
„advertising mileage tickets nas notning to 
do with the present situation, and passengers 
wbo purcbase tickets at the rates named be- 
tween such points are not furnished with this 
kind of a ticket at all, as the manager 
should and would have discovered had he made 
an investigation. It is a well-known fact that 
rates thronghout the East, and especially in 
Indiana and Obio, have for a long time been 


demoralized, and lines in that territory have | 


tickets via Chicago to almost every 
point in the West at greatly re- 
duced rates, and that large numbers 
of these tickets, reading to Counc! Bluffs, Kan- 
sas City, and even to St. Paul, have found their 
way to the Chicago market, being purchased by 
brokers at very much less than the established 
rates. It may be presumed that their stock of 
such tickets will last for some time to come. 
It is possible also that tickets occasionally 
reach this market in other ways than through 
the medium of railroad wars, and it is not un- 
likely that the manager in question would 
be able to find tickets reading over his own 
Une being sold in this city at cut rates. In any 
event, had his investigation been thorough 
he would have found that the tickets 
actually being sold at such low rates were 
the regular issue of some foreign line, and the 
representative of bis passenger department 
should try to discover the real reason for his 
loss of business or revenue between the points 
named. With ordinary energy this can proba- 
bly be done, and when he arrives at facts 
which he should have known six months or 
even a year ago his manager will not be 
troubled with absurd statements about ad- 
vertising thousand-mile tickets,“ nor will he 
make the statement that such tickets are sold 
by brokers over any line between Chicago 
and Council Bluffs or Kansas City at 
$7 or $8 per trip, or that advertis- 
ing thousand-mile tickets“ are unlimited in 
time, which is in no sense correct. If in the 
absence of facts the manager making such 
@ remarkable discovery desires to coerce his 
competitors who do their advertising in a way 
satisfactory to themselves, andin away they 
are perfectly willing he should adopt, he will 
probably awake to the fact that coercion in 
the way suggested will avail nothing except a 
general and heavy loss in revenue to his pas- 
senger department, and that in the matter of 
advertising some railroads will adopt their own 
policy and allow no dictation from competing 
lines.

He 
has consistently and forcibly added that 
nothing he could do would heal 
the wound made at Chicago: that the 
‘lammany society had been deprived of its 
strength by the injustice with which it has 
been treated; that the workingmen and the 
Irishmen were largely against Cleveland and 
would so remain. The formal adhesion of 
Tammany to the ticket has been a matter of 
course, and does not signify a movement, or a 
force, or an action, or anything more than that 
a resolution has been passed by twenty-four 
men to keep the record right. 

THE PROCEEDINGS—GRADY'S SPEECH. 

New Tonk. Sept. 8.—The Tammany-Hall 
Committee on Organization met tonight. John 
Kelly presided. The front steps and entrance 
to the hall were blocked by people long before 
8 o'clock. The first business of the mecting 
was the reports of district representatives. All 
reported the voters ready to stand by the de- 
cision of the organization, whatever that might 
be. Then Gen. Spinola offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That it be referred to a committee of 
one from each Assembly District (to which the 
Chairman of this committee be added) to prepare 
an address and resolutions to be presented to the 
General Committee for its consideration at a meet- 
ing to be held Friday next, and that such ad- 
dress and resolutions shall explain and define 
the position of this organization towards the 
Democracy of the State and Nation upon the polit- 
ical questions now before the country, as well as 
upon the action and result of the late Chicago Con- 
vention, and that all motions and resolutions in any 
way alluding to the action of said convention or its 
candidates shall be referred to said committee 
without debate. 

The resolution was received with applause. 
Ex-Senator Grady was loudly called tor. As 
he arose he was cheered. He said: »I rise 
principally for the purpose of saying to you 
that I have taken no side in support 
of or against any candidate, nor will 
I take a side until Tammany Hall in 
its meeting of the General Committee 
hus spoken. [Applause.| I am involved in no 
deal, nor am I engaged in transferri any 
other vote than my own. I never was the 


market in a political campaign, and 1 don't 


propose to be there now. I shall take sides 
in this selection of a candidate as my na- 
tion’s honesty, manhood, and sterling, unadul- 
terated Democracy dictate and maintain. As 
I understand it, the resolution before the com- 
mittee calls for the appointment of a sub-com- 
mittee to declare Tammany’s position. When 
that declaration is made 1 shalltry to show 
now those who masquerade today under the 
name of Democrats have proved themselves to 
be the enemies of the 5,000,000 of men who 
make up the party. I have no desire 
to dictate here. I will give before 
the General Committee the reasons that actuate 
my course. I will follow to the far end, 
wherever it may lead, the course I have begun, 
because I began it for conscience sake alone. 
If there be a man who forgives his enemies, I 
am one who follows an enemy through thick 
and thin, returning fire for fire until one 
or the other goes down. I have no 
personal grievance with Gov. Cleveland. I 
shall speak from the record, and I will ask to 
be ostracized from all decent society if I cannot 
point to corruption stalking straight to the 
door of the Executive Mansion, and knocking 
at the door, and coming out of the door, 
with all that corruption sought at the 
expense of the people—if 1 cannot 
prove that bribes known to failin the Assem- 
bly in 1883 were placed so near Mr. Cleveland 
that if he does not have the money he can get 
it at any time—if I caunot prove that, Iam 
not what I profess to be.“ Grady was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. The resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted, and the com- 
mittee, composed of the district leaders, ap- 
pointed, and the meeting adjourued. 


GOV. CLEVELAND. 
A SPEECH AT THE ELMIRA PAIR. 

ER. uiRA, N. V., Sept..8.—This was agala-day 
for Elmira. It is estimated that 50,000 people 
were on the fair grounds. Gor. Cleveland, ac- 
companied by his private secretary, Col. Daniel 
Lamont, and Adjutant-General Farnsworth, ar- 
rived this morning. At the Governor's speeia 
request no demonstration was made aside from 
a salute of twenty-one guns by tne Cleveland 
Battery. The party was met at the depot by 
Lieut.-Gov. Hill, Mr. M. H. Arnot, and a num- 
ber of prominent citizens. 

At the fair grounds Gov. Cleveland received 
an ovation. He was introduced by the Presi- 
dent of the fair, and spoke from his carriage. 
His remarks were listened to with great atten- 
tion and often interrupted with cheers. He 
spoke as follows: It affords me great pleas- 
ure to meet you here today and to haye an op- 
portunity of inspecting the annual exhibition 
which illustrates the condition of agriculture 
in our State. I regard these annual fairs 
as something connected with the State 
Government. because, to some extent 
at least, they are fostered and aided 
by the public funds and I am sure that no good 
citizen is incline& to complain of the appropri- 
ation of a small part of the people's money to 


the encouragement of this important interest. 


The fact that this is dore-furnishes a distinct 
recognition by the State of the valuable rela- 
tions which its farmers and farms bear to the 
prosperity and welfare of the COmmonwealth. 
We boast of our manufactures, exceeding, as 
they do, largely those of any other 
State, but our supremacy is clearly 
shown when we all the fact that in addition 
to our leading manufactures the value of our 
farms and their products is second only among 
States. There js a flxedness and reliability in 
agricultural pursuits which are not always 
found in other branches of industry and hu- 
man effort. The soil remains in its place ready 
to be tilled and he farmer with ruddy health 
and brawny arms depends alone upon the 
work of his hands and the aid of 
kind Providence for the reward of his 
labor. Thus our farmers are the most inde- 
pendent of our citizens. They produce or have 
within their reach all they need for their neces- 
sities or comfort. Their crops may be more 
abundant at one harvest than another, their 
products may command a higher price in the 
market at one time than another. These con- 
ditions may expand or contract their ability to 
indulge in luxuries or expenditures not abso- 
lutely needful, but they should never be 
in want of the necessaries or comforts 
of life. This is the sure result of patient and 
well regulated farming. When the farmer 
fails and becomes bankrupt in bis business we 
may, I think, confidently look for shiftiesness 
or a too ambitious desire to own more land or 
stock than he ean pay for, or an intermeddling 
with matters that bear no relation to his farm, 
or such mismanagement and ignorance as 
demonstrate that he has mistaken 
his vocation. Fortunes may be 
quickly amassed in speculation and lost in a 
day, leaving a bad example and perhaps demor- 
alization and crime. The tradesman and man- 
ufactorer, by the vicissitudes of trade or 
through the allurements of a short road to 
wealth, may inaday be overcome and bring 
disaster and ruin upon hundreds of his neigu- 
bors. But in the industrious, intelligent, and 
contented farmer the finas a safe 
and profitable citizen, always contrib- 


uting to its wealth and prosperity. 
The real value of the farmer to the State and 
Nation is not, however, fully appreciated until 
we consider that he feeds millions of our peo- 
ple who are engaged in other pursuits, that the 
product of his labor fills the avenues of our 
commerce and supplies an important factor in 
our financial! relations with other Nations. 

I have not come to attempt to please you 
with cheap and fulsome praise, nor to mag- 
nify your worth and your wmnportance, 
but I have come as Chief Executive of the 
State to acknowledge in its behalt that our 
farmers yield full return for the benefits thoy 
receive from the State Government. I have 
come to remind you of the importance of the 
interests which you have in charge and to 
suggest that notwithstanding the farmer's in- 
dependence he cannot and must not be entirely 
unmindful of the value and import- 
ance to the interests he holds of a 
just and economical government—it is his 
right and his duty to demand that ali unjust 
and inequitable burdens upon agriculture and 
its products, however caused, should be re- 
moved, and that while the furtherance of other 
interests of the State have due regard this im- 
portant one should not be neglected. Thus by 
his labor as a farmer, and in full performance 
of his duty as a citizen, he will create and se- 
cure to himself his share of the result of his 
toil and save and guard for all the people the 
most. important element in the prosperity of 
a State.“ 

THE PROCESSION REVIEWED AND A RECEPTION 
IN THE EXENING. 


Seven thousand men were in line tonight in 
the parade in honor of Gov. Cleveland. The 
procession was two bours passing the review- 
ing stand. After the parade was dismissed the 
Governor enterea the hotel and held an in- 
formal reception, 

In the course of the evening the Governor 
was presented wiih a banner bearing his por- 
trait. The head is encircled by four stars, sig- 
nifying Sobriety.“ Justice,“ ** Honesty,” 
and Reform.“ Behind hills was the sun just 
rising. The sun is !abeled ** Victory.“ After 
a gencral handshaking the Governor retired for 
the night. Tomorrow he attends the funeral of 
Secretary Folger at Geneva. 


DANA’S OPINION OF GROVER. 
BITTER EDITORIAL COMMENT ON THE BUFFALO 
SHERIFY. 

New York, Sept. 8.—(Special.|—-The Sun, 
discussing what it terms The real fault.“ 
guys: Our valued contemporary, the Evening 
Post, is justly displeased at the scandal respect- 
ing Mr. Cleveland, but it lays the blame in the 
wrong quarter. ‘If such matter is to be intro- 
duced into Presidential contests hereafter,’ 
says the Evcning Post, ‘every man who can 
afford the expense will naturally desire to send 
his family out of the country till the campaign 
is over; while those who cannot will establish 
as rigorous a quarantine against newspapers 
as the Treasury Department has established 
against the rags of which they are composed.’ 
Our contemporary ought to understand 
that the fault is entirely in the man, and not in 
the newspapers. An incompetent, undeserv- 
ing, and immoral) candidate having been nomi- 
nated for the Presidency, it becomes a matter 
of public duty that the facts should be made 
knowh, so that voters may act at the polls with 
their eyes open, and with ceufficient 
means of arriving at an intelligent judg- 
ment about their votes. Whenever an 
adventurer in politics is nominated upon 
the strong issue vf superior purity 
and elevation of character, while all the time 
he isa man of gross and degraded tastes and 
habits, it is to be hoped that the truth may be 
fully brought out every time; and the calamity 
of electing such a man to the Presidency be 
averted. The error lies not in the newspapers 
that do what they ought to do in the premises, 
but in the attempt to promote an ignorant and 
unfit political adventurer to the highest station 

of our Government.”’ 

The Sun in another editorial article, refer- 
ring to Mr. Dorsheimer's biography of Gro- 
ver Cleveland, says: The complaint of 
the New York Times in reviewing 
book is that Mr. Dorsheimer has not 
made enough of his subject. On the 
contrary, if any fault is to be found it seems to 
us that he has made too muchof him. Mr. 
Cleveland is intellectually a very commonplace 
man, of limited education and no large experi- 
ence of affairs, while of society and social 
usages he knows next to nothing. Though 
he has lived in Buffalo for many 
years he has almost ne acquaintances 
there among the families of the city. It is not 
too much to say that probably he has never en- 
tered in a social way the houses of half a dozen 
families in Buffalo. The incidents in his 
career are very few, and some of them are very 
disagreeable. These Mr. Dorsheimer has 
passed over with skillful literary generalities, 
while on every point that should be put to the 
credit of bis subject he bas dwelt as effectively 
as possible, Mr. Dorsheimer isa very skilltul 
literary artist as well as a statesman of capac- 
ity, and of most honorable record of public 
service. He has mude the best showing prac- 
ticable of Mr. Cleveland’s biography. The de- 
fecta are all in the subject, not in the author. 
The work ought to be praised for its solid qual- 
ities rather than blamed.“ 


NEW TORK. 
GOSSIP FROM REPUBLICAN AND DEMOCRATIC 
HEADQUARTERS. 

New YOuk«K, Sept. 8.—|Special:|—Among the 
visitors to the Democratic headquarters today 
were Congressmen Springer of IIlinois and Bel- 
mont of New York, Senator McPherson of New 
Jersey, B. Coggeshall of Michigan, M. Alexan- 
der of Missouri, E. A. Alger of Massachusetts, 
and C. P. Perry of Florida. Ex- 
Judge J. H. Kennard of Louisiana said 
that no man could believe that there was 
a ghost of a chance for Blaine in Louisiana or 
any of the Southern States, not excepting West 
Virginia. Congressman Springer of Illnois 
spoke confidently of the prospects of the De- 
mocracy in the Western States. In IIlinois, 
he said, be had no doubt of the election of Car- 
ter Harrison for Governor, and was confident 
of securing a Democratic Legislature which 
would carry with it a Democratic Untzed States 
Senator in place of Gen. Logan. 

At the Republican State Committee rooms 
letters were received from the interior of the 
State stating that the &t. John boom is onthe 
wane. The Prohibitionists are beginning to 
compare the advantages to be gained for the 
cause by voting for St. John with the disadvan- 
tages most likely to result from re- 
storing the Jemocracy to power in 
the National Government, and they find 
the comparison not encouraging to the 
Probibition cause. Secretary Vrooman re- 
turned from a visit to the interior of the State, 
and represents that there is no Independent 
sentiment prevailing there among voters who 
have hitherto been known as Republicans.

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DISGRACE AND DEATH. | 


Suicide of Mahlon Runyon, Presi- 
dent of the National Bank of 
New Jersey. 


The Thefts of the Dead Cashier Placed 
at Over One Million Dol- 
lars. 


Special Police Guarding the Bank Build- 
ing from Infuriated Depositor A 
Third Suicide. 


New York, Sept. 8.—(Special.}—At 8:30 
o'clock this morning President Mahion Runyon 
entered the National Bank of New Jersey at 
New Brunswick. Long before this a crowd 
had congregated in front of the doors, and it 
was only after the half-dozen policemen on 
hand had cleared a passage up the flight of six 
brown-stone steps that he was able to reach 
the door atall. Onthe door, written in red. 
ink on a great piece of cardboard appeared the 
following notice: | 

It having been found that the early open- 
ing of this bank causes too great a strain upon 
the working force, the directors have decided 
to observe the legal banking hours, 10 to 3, in- ~ 
stead of the accommodation hours heretofore 
granted.“ 


THE CROWD. 

„My God!” said Director Stoddard, who was 
met on the street near the bank building. ** We 
cannot open, and the examiner is not here. If 
he would only come we would have an excuse 
to satisfy the crowd.” 

And it was acrowd. At4 o'clock this morn- 
ing the crowd began gathering. At 6 o'clock 
the streets were crowded. At 8:30 the last man 
in line was around the corner and out of sight 
on Albany street. Mere lookers-on invaded 
the graveyard opposit the bank and reclined on 
the mounds. 

**a WHOLE MILLION GONE.” 
President Runyon had been informed soon | 
after he arrived at the bank this morning that 
his arrest would follow some time during the 
day. When be received this news he accepted 
itas the inevitable, and, without changing a 
muscle, said that it was what he expected, 
Soon after he was visited by his friend Stephen 
Van Wyckle, who offered assistance if needed, 
But Mr. Runyon declined the proffered assist- 
ance, and said, as Mr. Van Wyckle went away: 
“A whole million gone! A whole million 

gone!“ 

At 8:45 President Runyon was met at the 
bank and was asked what answer be had to 
make to a statement published this morning on 
authority of a director of the bank that he wag 
short to the amount of $39,600.67. 

„J have no statement to make,“ said Mr. 
Runyon, hesitatinglv, adding. this morning.” 

Mr. Runyon then sent to a bookstore for @ 
morning paper, and, after reading the state- 
ment of the shortage, murmured: “ My God! 
The truth is out.“ | 

There were present in the room Directors 
Letson, Stoddard, and Martin. In the other 
room a short, sandy-bearded, belligerent-look- 
ing individual, bad arrived, and, without a 
word to any one, scrawled in red ink on a two- 
foot square of white the following, which was 
posted on the door of the bank in the face tk 
the waiting 500 people: 

„This bank is temporarily closed, pending an 
examination by the Examiner, who has arrived 
and taken charge. No business will be done 
except the payment of debts and notes, for 
which purpose people will be admitted by the 
policemen. EK. H. SHELLEY, 

National-Bank Examiner.“ 
THE DELIBERATE SUICIDE. , 

While this notice was being posted President 
Runyon stepped into 4 closet, a room not 
larger than four by six. He took off his coat, 
deliberately rolled up his sleeves, and took 
from his pocket a small black-handled pen- 
knife and opened one of the bigdes—a dull- 
hacked blade an inch and a quarter in length, 
He then took from his pocket bis gold waten 
and set the open face on the window-sill in 
plain sight. Then, taking the knife in his left 
hand, he deliberately made two deep gashes 
in his right arm at the elbow joint, 
severing the basilar artery. Changing his 
knife to his rigit hand he gashed his left arm 
in the same manner. Steadily his eye was 
fixed on the watch. He saw that he would be 
discovered before death came by so slow a 
process. He then deliberately took up again 
the blood-stained knife, and on the right side of 
his neck laid bare the common carotid artery. 
Again taking the knife in his other hand he 
cut open the left side of. his throat to the bone 
and severed the jugular vein. Death came, 
and speedily, to the desperate man with bis 
eyes fixed on the dial of his watch. 

DISCOVERY OF THE BODY. 

Inquiries were soon afterwards made for Mr. 
Runyon, by Director Myers, and a clerk tried 
to open the closet. It was found locked. The 
janitor, meantime pursuing the search, found, 
by looking through a window, that Mr. Runyon 
was inside. He came back terror-stricken and 
gasped: ; 

„% There's some one dead in there!“ | 

The door of che closet was burst open and 
with blanched faces the directors gazed upon 
the body of the second suicide withia the circle 
uf the bank officials within five days. 

‘* Runyon is dead!“ 

As the word went througb the bank the

„The bank is closed. President Runyonis . 
dead,” said Special-Officer Guise, standing on’ 
the steps of the bank and addressing the crowd, 


A great O!“ went up that could have been 


heard for blocks. It was a dispairiug, heart- 
felt expression. 

Even those who had been standing for hours 
before the glosed doors of the institution saw 
that the worst bad come, that ‘was gone, 
Women wept like chiidren. Men cursed bitters - 
ly and deeply. > 

Director Stoddard said, when questioned, — 
that the figures of Mr. Runyon's shortage were 


correctly stated. The horror with which the 


news of the suicideof Runyon was heard can- 
not be disguised, and the horrible nature of the 
suicide added to the intensity of the despair — 
felt on every side. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

He was a son of Abel 8. Runyon, one of 
first settlers of Piscatoway Township, a dev 
Baptist, and honest man. Mahion was bors 
March 29, 1824.. He was elected a director of 
the bank in 1867, and succeeded James Dayton 
as President in 1875. He was a Deacou and one 
of the pillars of the Baptist church in New 
Brunswick. 

THE DEFICIENCY. | 

The total amount stolen is $235,930.31, of © 
which Hul took $196,829.64. The difference— 
$39,100.67—was the shortage of Mahion Run- 
yon, and the examination was only three 
fourths closed. What the examiner—an exam 
iner, by the way, who nine months ago pro 
nounced the National Bank of New Jersey the 
soundest institution in the State—will disclose 
is a probiem of interest. 

Saturday Mr. Runyon threatened suicide, 
and had provided himself with a revolver, 
which was su uontly taken from him. The 
only one of Mr. Kuuyon's four children Wh 
was at the homestead was Lillie,a handsome 
young woman. Fearing what was coming, 
when the news came she attempted suicide by 
throwing herself into a well, and was only pro- 
vented by farm hands who happened there at 
the time. 

WHAT THE BANK'S COUNSEL SAYS. 


Woodbridge T. Strong, counsel for the bank, 
says: The bank's deficiency was stated tome 
by Mr. Runyon as amounting to $240,000. He 
said that the surplus had been entirely swept 
away, and the capital too was much impaired.

„ THE MAINE VICTORY. 

From every point of view the Maine elec- 
tion was a great triumph for Blaine. The 
State went Republican by a larger majority 
than the Republican managers counted upon. 
The outside claim has been 10,000, and it is 
pretty certain that Robie’s plurality will not 
be less than 12,000, and it may run up to 
14,000 or 15,000. Every candidate on the 
State ticket has been elected by a hand- 
some majority.

PATRICK EGAN’S LETTER. 

Mr. Patrick Egan’s letter giving reasons 
for his opposition to Grover Cleveland is 
manly and dignified, and will without doubt 
have a large influence among Irish-American 
voters, with whom Mr. Egan 1s deservedly 
popular on account of his services and sacri- 
fices. Mr. Egan did not desire to make a 
public declaration of his political principles. 
As President of the Irish National League 
he had intended to keep outof political strife. 
But he was publicly attacked by a Bourbon 
journal for giving expression in private to 
his political views, He was forced. there- 
fore, publicly to defend them. The intoler- 
ance and bad taste of the Democratic editor 
brought forth Mr. Egan’s ringing letter. It 
will not help the Democratie party. 

Mr. Egan begins with the declaration that 
he can find ng’ reason why the Bourbons 
should hold a mortgage on the votes of Irish- 
men. The Bourbons seem to think they do. 
They will think otherwise next November. 
Intelligent, honest, thinking Irishmen will 
help to convince them that they do not and 
ought not. Whatever claims the Democrats 
may have had on the gratitude of Irishmen 
have long ago been paid in full. The party 
managers deliberately forfeited every ves- 
tige of claim by their nomination of Grover 
Cleveland against the protest of every repu- 
table Lrish-Americah Democrat in the coun- 
try. Indeed, as some of the managers free- 
ly said, they nominated Cleveland because 
he was opposed by Irishmen. ‘' We love 
him,” shouted Bragg, for the enemies 
[meaning the Irish} he has made.“ The Irish 
now retort that they dislike Cleveland for 
the friends he has made. Cleveland’s friends 
are their enemies, their slanderers: The Lon- 
don Times and Puck, the London Standard 
and Harper's Weekly, the London St. 
James’ Gazette and the New York Times 
and Herald. There is not a respectable 
Irish-American journal, with perhaps the 
exception of the Boston Pilot, that does not 
oppose Cleveland’s election, and the Pilot 
said of Cleveland before the nomination that

the Presidency of the United States.” There 
is not a manly Irishman in America that does 
not know and feel this. Even the bread- 
and-butter patriots and expectant statesmen 
among the Irish who are now shonting for 
Cleveland cannot give a single reason for the 
election of the narrow-minded, selfish, mo- 
nopoly-controlled, accidental Governor of 
New York. They do not attempt to give any 
reasons.

Neither of the rival Republican candi- 
dates would state the case just that 
way, but for the sake of clear- 
ness we omit the complications arising 
from the joint membership of both commit- 
tees held by certain persons, and certain other 
details in djspute. It is sufficient for the 
present purpose to remember that there are 
two Republican candidates in the field, that 
neither is willmg to withdraw, and that, in 
case both persist in urging theirclaims and a 
Democrat is nominated, a Republican mem- 
ber will probably be lost to the next Con- 
gress. | 

The great mass of the Republican voters 
will agree with Tue Trisune that the m- 
terests of the Republican party are para- 
mount to those of either Col. Davis or Mr. 
Mason, The thing for both these gentlemen 
to do is to arbitrate their claims, and we be- 
lieve they are near enough to an agreement 
to settle their differences by that plan. 

Mr. Mason has made one proposition and 
Col. Davis has made another. 

Mr. Mason proposes to submit the ques- 
tion of regularity in the nomination to the 


Republican National Executive Committee; 


Col. Davis proposes that a new set of prima- 
ries shall be held, where the Republican 
voters shall decide between him and his com- 
mittee on the one side and Mr. Mason and his 
committee on the other. We think the ac- 
ceptance of either proposition may be satis- 
factory to the Republican voters of the dis- 
trict, and certainly either course will be 
preferable to a loss of the district by reason 
of personal and factional dissensions. 

On its face the proposition made by Col. 
Davis is fairer than that made by Mr. Mason.

and discontent might result among the parti- 
sans of one or the other which would be as 
dangerous to the election of a Republican 
member asif both candidates remained in 
the field. The basis of the Davis proposition 
remits the dispute to the people of the dis- 
trict for settlement; such a decision would 
be final, and ought to be satisfactory to all 
parties. 

There are one or two details about the 
Davis plan, however, which might be modi- 
fied to advantage. His letter conveys the 
idea that the proposition is made contingent 
upon Mr. Mason’s controverting his state- 
ments in regard to the origin of the dispute, 
This will not do, tecause there is nobody to 
decide the controversy. The proposition 
should be made un¢onditionally, and we have 

doubt that Col. Davis will do that. He also 
Neen that the judges at the new primaries. 
shall be appointed by the members of the 
Cook County Central Committee or of the 
City Central Comntittee who reside in the dis- 
trict, Davis having the right to select one 
judge and Mason the right to select another. 
A plan which would conform more nearly to 
the principles and practices of arbitration 
would be for Davis to select one judge, Mason 
another, and these two a third. The three 
judges thus selectell might then be appointed 
by the County or City Committee to give the 
primaries the sanction of party authority. 

The Davis proposition, thus modified, 
ought to be accepted by Mr. Mason without 
hesitation. It will guarantee a fair opportu- 
nity for recording the preferences of the Rg- 
publican voters of ‘the district. If a major- 
ity of the Republican voters prefer Col. Davis, 
Mr. Mason should then withdraw; if a ma- 
jority prefer Mr. Mason, Col. Davis will 
withdraw. Both gentlemen may bind them- 
selves to such an agreement with the satis- 
faction of knowing that the district will thus 
be saved to the Republicans. 


THE ALDERMANIC MARKET. 

The Standard Gil Company is now nego 
tiating with the Aldermen of this city for the 
purchase of the right to set the city on fire at 
some future time., So soon as the amount of 
compensation to de paid the Aldermen for 
the permit can be ‘agreed upon by the agents 
on each side who ‘are now higgling over the 
bargain, the Couneil will pass the ordinance. 
Probably the pulslic will never know just 
how much this job“ will be worth to esch 
Alderman who votes for it, as our City Fathers 
have a shrinking way of keeping such things 
to themselves. The Standard will pay as 
little as it can, and the Aldermen will get 
as much as they can, It will be a case of 
diamond cut diamend. The Standard has had 
a great deal of experience in this kind of busi- 
ness, and has ‘‘byyers”’ in its employ who 
can gage the value of a Congressman, a 
Judge, a Governor, a juror, an Alderman, 
with the same exquisit sense of touch that 
enables a dry-goods buyer to tell to the tenth 


_of a cent a yard how much to pay for a piece 


of silk or lace, But the Chicago Alderman 
is no chicken. He does not know many 
things, but he knows a few things well—which 
is the root of true scholarship—and one of 
these few things is his own value. 

Of course if the Standard wants the priv- 
lege of establishing its fluid bonfires within 
the city limits it has got to have it. There 
is plenty of room outside of Chicago for that 
concern to establish its depots, and the means 
for shipping the ofl to any point in the city 
or around it are better here than in any other 
city; but if the kings of oil find it a little 
more convenient to have Pennsylvania fire 
stored within kindling distance of our stores, 
hotels, and houses, or if they far no special 
reason would prefer to have the oil within 
combustible range just to gratify their whim, 
they must be humored. They are very rich, 
very powerful, and very much used to hav- 
ing their own way. New York, like Chicago, 
is mainly composeil of a large majority of men 
of small means, with so little money that they 
own only their down votes, and it has found 
that it was imposgible to resist the Standard. 
The people of that city found their health 
greatly injured hy the intolerable stenches 
arising from the refining works of the Stand- 
ard at Hunter’s Pbint. The millionaires who 
owned the works could go to Europe, or 
Newport, or Saratoga and escape the sicken- 
ing gases, but the people had to stay and 
suffer. All the power of the city and the 
State was invoked in vain to abate the nui- 
sance. It is there yet, and will stay there 
defying the laws #f the State and the safety 
of the people. New York, Brooklyn, and 
Jersey City have fime and again united their 
efforts to put af stop to the defiling of the 
waters around New York by the discharge 
from the refineries of the Standard of 
‘* sludge acid,” an indescribably filthy refuse 
product, which Ells the fish, pollutes the 
waters, and fouls ships and boats. But they 
have failed. The hundred million dollars of 
the few owners ‘of the Standari want the 
sludge acid in the: water, and the wishes and 
health of a few millions of people count as 
nothing in the balance. 

We see from this scrap of history that the 
people of Chicago, had best submit gracefully 
to the inevitablé.* The tanks in which the 
Standard stores, its oil are of iron, and are 
particularly liable to be struck by lightning. 
Every few days the reader of the newspapers 
will come across an item recounting the de- 
struction by lightaing of one of the oil-tanks 
of the Standard, and the electric distribution 
of an acre or so ot liquid fire in every direc- 
tion. The prospect of having such fountains 
of fire established wherever in Chicago the 
Standard may chpose is not a very alluring 
one to the average Chicagoan, who is rather 
hysterical on the: subject of fire. But what 
can he do about it? He ought to be thank- 
ful that the Standard consents to go through 
the ceremony of buying the right to burn him 
up. As often as not when that corporation 
wants a thing it takes it, law or no law.

OUR CABLE LETTER. 
DEMORALIZATION OF THE NEAPOLITANS IN THE 
PRESENCE OF THE CHOLERA. 


Loxpox, Sept. 8.—{Special.|—Private dis- 
patches just received from Naples describe the 
moral and sanitary condition of the city in the 
presence of the cholera scourge as being ter- 
rible in the extreme. The people nave lost all 
self-control and egiven themselves up to the 
wildest superstition. It is impossible to take 
proper precautions to prevent the spread of 
the disease, as families and friends unite to 
frustrate the regulations of the authorities. 
Deaths are concealed and corpses retained in 
the house until privately buried, from & su- 
perstitious dread that a burial in a common 
grave without religious rites imperils the 
deceased's hopes of resurrection. Instead of 
complying with the sanitary rules prociaimed 
by the Council recourse is bad to supernatural 
remedies. The streets are crowded with re- 
ligious processions smging hymns and litanies 
and bearing lighted candles, crdsses, and ban- 
ners. Women parade the public places carry- 
ing flower-decked statuets of St. Genaro, the 
patron saint of Naples. Even the doctors are 
carried away by the prevailing vanic. Three 
eninent physicians, Drs. Catterelli, Capozzi, 
and Schran, allof whom are members of the 
Sanitary Council, have abandoned their duties 
and run away, leaving the sanitary control of 
the city in the wildest confusion. Such is the 
hatred expressed toward them by the populace 
that they will certainly be lynched if they 
return. In marked contrast to the cow- 
ardiy conduct of these men, Dr. Della- 
torre is a moble example of devotion 
to professional duty. Fearless of the terrible 
risks he ran, be has visited the sick and dying 
in the vilest quarters of Naples, facing death 
not only from the disease but from the frenzy 
and fanaticism of the populace. He has now 
fallen a victim to the cholera, and is not ex- 
pected to recover. The horrors of famine now 
threaten the city in addition to the plague. 
Provisions have ceased to be brought in, the 
channels of communication being eut off and 
peasants fearing to ¢uter the city. Even fruit, 
the commou food of the poor, is scarce and 
dear.

ENGLISH QUARANTINE. 

Loxvbox, Sept. 8.—Vessels arriving at English 
ports from Spain which left after the 28th of 
August are ordered quarantined three days. 
Vessels arriving from the Mediterranean are 
subject to à quarantine of ten days with or 
without a clean bill of health. 

IN FRANCE, 

Panis, Sept. 8.—At Marspilles during the 
twenty-four bours ended at 9 tonight there 
were two deaths from cholera. In the Depart- 
ment of the Pyrenees Orientales there were six 
deaths from the disease today. At' Sterimeze 
in the Ardeche fourteen persons died suddenly 
yesterday. 

IN SPAIN. | 

MADRID, Sept. 8.—Alicante is declared in- 
fected with cholera, The Government has 
forbidden the local authorities from 
quarantining against other places 
and from establishing iazarettos. These 
orders are often disregarded on the borders. 
At Malaga persons even from Madrid with cer- 
tified bilis of health are subjected to seven 
days’ quarantine. There were five deaths from 
cholera at Novelda today. 

IN ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 8.—During the twenty-four 
hours ended tonight there were 451 fresh cases 
and 154 deaths from cholera at Naples. Many 
patients were taken to the Fuongratta Hos- 
pital, but the populace prevented their admit- 
tance. 

_ Crowds welcomed King Humbert at Venice 
today as the second father of his country. He 
was invited to attend the races. The King re- 
plied that he woujd go to Naples, where the 
people were dying, not to a piace of amuse- 
ment. 

The official bulletin of the ravages of cholera 
in the various provinces of Italy the last 
twenty-four hours shows 471 fresh cases 
and 161 deaths. Of ‘these numbers 353 
new cases and 116 deaths are in Naples. Twen- 
ty-four fresh cases and all the deaths in the 
Province of Genoa were at Spezia. ‘Tne physi- 
cians of Spezia believe the flies spread cholera. 

A FETE. 

Pants. Sept. 8.— A grand fete will be given 
in this city the 14th, the proceeds to be for 
the relief of the cholera sufferers, There 
was one death today from cholera 
at Toulon, four at Lasayne, three 
at Saltiespont, and one at St. Anne, Devenos. 
At St. Antoine twenty persons were suddenly 
attacked with cholera and two died. 


RUSSIA. 
THE CZAR AT WARSAW. 

WARSAW, Sept. 8.—Count Gourko received 
the Czar and party upon the arrival this morn- 
ing. The imperial party subsequently reviewed 
50,000 troops. They were received everywhere 
with manifestations of cordiality. The city 
‘was illuminated this evening in honor of the 
imperial guests. A brilliant reception and a

POLICE ACTION. 


The police of this city have made all the

0 AUSTRALIA'S VICTORY. 

THE RECENT RACE FOR THE CHAMPIONSHIP 
BETWEEN HANLAN AND BEACH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 8.— The Australian 
gteamer Zealandia brings this morning partic- 
ulars of the boat-race between Hanlan of To- 
ronto and William Beach of Sydney rowed on 
the Paramatta River. The contest occurred 
Aug. 16. The Zealandia left Sydney the day 
before the race occurred, hut the following de- 
tails were telegraphed to the Auckiand papers: 
The race was for the championship and a stake 
of £1,000. The weather was maguificent, but 
the water was slightly rough. A spleadid start 
was effected, a dead level being maintained for 
the first quarter of a mile. Hanlan then forged 
ahead. and when a mile and a half had been 
covered the Canadian was a length in advance. 
Beach responded and rowed right down on 
Hanian. The latter allowed his boat to cross 
and a foul took place. Hanlan put up his hand 
and claimed foul. Beach, however, kept pull- 
ing away. Hanlan followed, but Beach came 
to the post an easy winner by five or six 
lengths. Time, 20:04; 20:29. The umpire dis- 
allowed the foul claimed by Hanlan. An im- 
mense crowd witnessed the race. Sixty-cight 
steamers w crowded with spectators, and 
the shores were also densely lined. Tremendous 
enthusiasm was manifested over Beach's vie- 
tory. A cordial interview took place after the 
race between Hanlan and Beach. 

The day following the race a large meeting 
was held at Sydney. Hanlan then admitted 
that he had purposely fouled Beach because he 
believed the latter bad willfully crossed over 
into his water. Hanian said he was willing to 
row another match with Beach in three 
months. Beach refused to meet him in less 
than six months. The Captain of the steamer 
Tomki, who was present at the meeting, stated 
he was compelied to run close upon Hanian’s 
boat to avoid running aground. It was gen- 
erally believed that another match be- 
tween Hanlan and Beach would be arranged. 
The betting already stood in anticipation 
of the event 8 to 1 on Hanian with 4tol 
wanted. The Australian papers speaking of 
Hanlan say his visit has done much to promote 
rowing, that many of the best scullers have 
learned much from his good example and skill, 
and no one could be more courteous or willing 
to instruct than the world-renowned champion. 
Beach's splendid appearance was commented 
on. He is an Englishman by birth, 26 years 
old, six feet high, and went to Australia when 
u child. Hejhas rowed six times against Trick- 
ett, and beaten bim on every occasion but 
one. He is generally acknowledged to be the 
finest Oarsman Australia ever produced. 


THE WAR IN CHINA. 
AN ENGLISH GUNBOAT FIRED UPON BY MS- 
TAKE AND AN APOLOGY MADE. 


Lonpon, Sept. 8.—The English gunboat 
Zephyr was fired upon yesterday from tne Kin- 
Pai forts. An officer and a sailor were wound- 
ed. The vessel was mistaken for a French ves- 
gel of similar appearance. 

The Chinese are profoundly distressed at 
their mistake in firing upon the British gun- 
boat Zephyr, They have made a satisfactory 
explanation to the British Admiral. 

A DECLARATION OF WAR. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the Chinese Gov- 
ernment bas made a declaration of war in the 
form of a manifesto from the Emperor to the 
people. The Emperor declares that he regards 
the French action as constituting a state of 
war, and he calis upon his subjects to aid in 
repelling the foe. 

A STATEMENT FROM CHINESE SOURCES, 

The “Pall Mall Gazetle has the following: 
"The Chinese report the damage done to the 
forts and arsenal on the Min River by Admiral 
Courbet is trifling. The masonry in some 
places was thrown down, but has now been 
fully restored. The French landed and de- 
Stroyed only three guns at the Mingan forts, 
and did not land at Kin-Pai. The arsenal is not 
damaged, and no war materia! or stores were 
destroyed. There was no fire and no explosion. 
Work at the arsenalis proceeding as usual. 
The naval loss was serious, but after all only 
two fighting vessels were sunk.

COURBET’S DEMAND. 

The Gaulois states that Admiral Courbet in- 
sists upon an instant declaration of war by 
France against China. The Admiral declares 
that it is impossible for him to carry on 
effective operations against the enemy while 
the ships of other nations are per- 
mitted to carry munitions Of war to the 
Chinese under the eyes of the French squad- 
ron, Besides reinforcements Of men Admiral 
Courbet states that he is awaiting the arrival 
of war munitions, his fleet being deficient in 
shot and shell for the big guns. The quanti- 
ties of munitions sent him from the artillery 
park of Saigon still leave him insufficiently 
supplied. 

FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 

Government circles ore disturbed over the 
financial situation coupled with the war pros- 
pect. The deficit in the revenue the current 
—. is estimated at 8,000,000 francs. It is be- 
ieved this will make necessary the negotiating 
of a war loan. 

CHINESE VESSELS. 

BER, Sept. 8.—It is stated that the Ger- 
man Admiralty is negotiating forthe purchase 
of three Chinese war-ships, now in Kiel harbor. 
The German artificers and engineers engaged 
by the Chinese Government to convey these 
vesseis to China adbere to the contracts which 
stipulated for the transfer of their services to 
the Chinese arsenals, they to leave Kieland go 
to Shanghai. 


MARK LANE. 
THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

Lonpon, Sept. 8.—The Mark Lane Express, in 
its weekly review of the English corn trade, 
says: The weather has been stormy, with some 
slight frosts during the nights which were cold. 
Rains would greatly benefit the stand. In En- 
lish wheat values lost their hardening tendency, 
and the crop proving of unusual weight makes 
the present values unequal. Sales of Eu- 
glish wheat for the week, 62,574 quarters at 34s 
zd the quarter, against 54,148 quarters at 41s 8d 
the quarter the corresponding week last year. 
In the market for foreign wheat the trade lost 
Its steadiness, and values are somewhat nomi- 
nal and in buyers’ favor. Heavy ship- 
ments from the United States show 
the Americans to be free sellers at current 
rates. The imports of flour were double those 
for the same period last year. The off-coast 
trade is in buyers’ favor. During the week 
nineteen cargoes arrived, six were sold, eight 
withdrawn, ten remained, and eighteen are 
due. Foreign flour is dull and weak in the 
country at former rates. Maize is quiet. 
Round corn favors buyers. Barley is quiet 
and oats dull. The recent adyance is mostly 
lost. Peas 1 shilling per quarter cheaper. 
Beans quiet. Linseed firm and rather dearer. 
During August the British imports decreased, 
compared with that month last year, £6,600,000. 
The exports compared with August, 1883, de- 
creased £1,600, 000. 


EGYPT. 
THE NILE EXPEDITION CONSIDERED IMPRACTI- 
CABLE. 


Lonpon, Sept. 8.—Th> Government has re- 
ceived official reports from Nubar Pasha, the 
Egyptian Foreign Minister, that Gen. Stephen- 
son and Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood were urging 
a reconsideration of the plans of the 
Nile expedition. Both Gens, Stepbenson and 
Wood maintain that the boat service and 
commissariat arrangements are entirely insuf- 
ficient for the needs of the expedition, and 
they recommend that the Government limit 
the expedition toa small force, whose duty 
shall be to open communication with Gen. Gor- 
don at Khartoum. The reports were referred 
to Gen. Woleeley. It is reported that the Cairo 
expedition will be abandoned for one from 
Suakiu to Khartoum by the Berber route. 

HAS KHARTOUM FALLEN? 


The Telegraph prints a private letter from 
Cairo which refers to the impression there that 
Khartoum has fallen, and that the Gordon 
letters are spurious. It says Gen. Gordon 
had ordeted a sealed letter sent to Cairo to be 
forwarded. Its arrivalis not acknowledged, 
and it is supposed to have fallen into the bands 
ot El Mahdi. 


SPAIN. 
ALIZGED OUTRAGEOUS TREATMENT OF A BE- 
REAVED FAMILY. 


MADRID, Sept. 8.—An American clergyman 
who was making a tour through the peninsula, 
accompanied by bis daughters, arrived some 
days ago at a watering-place on the northern 
coast of Spain. He stopped at the Hotel In- 
glese, and while there the gentleman died of 
beart-disease. Although he was attended by a 
Spanish physician and a post-mortem examira- 
tion showed conclusively that his death was 
caused by heart-disease, yet the local autborti- 
ties ordered ail the furniture in the room to be 
burned. together with his effects. The daugh- 
ters were allowed to keep nothing except a few 
letters. They are indignant at tite cruelty 
they have been subjected to and demand dam- 
ages for the loss they were compeiled to suffer. 


FOREIGN CROPS. 
INCREASED YIELD IN FRANCE—THE ENGLISH 
CROP PARTICULARLY FINE, ETC. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—United States 
Consul Piaxatto at Lyons has forwarded a re- 
port to tne Department of State relative to 
the crops this year in France. He says: The 
wheat crop will amount to about 316,000,000 
bushels, which will surpass the harvest of 1883 
by over 30,000,000 bushels. The quality is ex- 
cellent. The rye crop will equal 77,000,000 


bushels. The quality is very superior. Indian 
corn will amount to 33,000,000 bushels, and the 
potato crop to 412,000,000 bushels,” 

Reports from England and the Continental 
countries also state fine wheat crops. The En- 
glish crop in particular has rarely been so fine. 
These reports have affected, and will still more 
seriously affect, the price of wheat, which is 
falling daily. The ery for protection by in- 
creased duties on foreign wheat goes up loudly 
from all parts of France. 


WEST AFRICA. 
OPPOSITION TO THE GERMANS ON THE GOLD 
COAST. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 8.—The Boersen-Halle (news- 
paper) has a dispatch from Liverpool saying 
that advices from Africa announce that two 
flagstaffs erected upon the Gold Coast by Dr. 
Nachtigall, the German Commissioner, have 
been cut down. One of them was cut down by 
an English official and the other was razed by 
negroes of the Tago tribe. Gen. Buchner, the 
Provisional Governor of the Cameroons coun- 
try, was insulted by the negroes and obliged to 
tako refuge in the German factory. 


CABLE NOTES. 


At Brussels reports are current that the Cler- 
icals dressed and paid thousands of paupers 
that they might participate in their demonstra- 
tions.

The Vatican has forwarded a note to the 
French Government declaring that the recent 
legislation upon the subject of divorce is at 
war with the doctrines ofothe Catholic Church. 
An encyclical will be issued on the subject.

ALLEGED SMUGGLING. 


An English Land Agent in Custody— 
Serious Charge Against a Chicago 
Real-Estate Man. 

CINCINNATI,OO., Sept. 8.—|Special.|—R. H. 
Evers of Jackson, Miss, was arrested by 
United States Marshal Wright Saturday night 
on a telegram from Col. H. L. Swords, Special 
Inspector of Customs at Chicago, on the charge 
of smuggling. Today hie bond was fixed at 
$1,000, and the hearing of the case was con- 
tinued to the 24th inst. Evers stated to a re- 
porter that he came here from London last 
September as agent and half proprietor 
in a London eyndicate, which is in- 
terested in the sale and settlement of 
1,300,000 acres of land adjacent to the 
delta of the Mississippi. When he landed in 
New York he had two pieces of silk and one 
piece of velveteen, all of the value of $40, 
which he afterward presented to friends in 
Chicago, and on which he had paid all duties 
required by the New York customs officers. 
He further stated that he engaged M. S. Bald- 
win, a Chicago real-estate operator, to manage 
the affairs of the eyndicase at Chicago, and 
that he himself located near the property 
in Mississippi; that Baldwin has lately 
been urging him to make out a 
deed to him (Baldwin) for 100,000 
acres of the land as compensation for services 
rendered the syndivate, but that he refused, 
first, because he was only trustee and half | 
owner of the property, and second, because by | 
the terms of the contract with Baldwin the 
latter was to get no compensation till the land 
was sold and deeded. Thereupon, he alleges, | 
Baldwin took advantage of his knowledge of | 
the silk transaction to accuse him of smug- 
giing. 

While Evers was before the Commissioner he 
was served with a paper presented by C. 
Furber of London, which purported to be a rey- 
ocation of his power of attorney in conned- 
tion with the lands of the company. A peti- 
tion was also filed in the State court for the 
appointment of a receiver for 800,000 acres ef | 
land in twenty-five different counties 
in Mississippi. The petitioners were George 
F. Phillips and William Marshall, who 
alleged that they owned one-third of this land, 
but that the deeds for it were in Evers’ posses- 
sion, and that be also held their power of at- 
torney to seil the lands, and was fraudulently 
negotiating their sale, with the expectation of 
leaving the country. Their prayer was grant 
ed by the appointinent of Edward W. Pelton 
as receiver. 

The nature of the business that brought 
Evers here is not known, but it was with the 
officials of the Erianger Railroad system.

The Oakland Wigwam Dedicated by 
Gen. Logan and Gov. Oglesby 
A Great Turnout. 


The Primaries in the Fourth District 
Result Favorably to Congress- 
man Adams. 


Col. Davis in the Third—Finerty and 
Lawler—Meetings in the 
Wards. 


THE OAKLAND WIGWAM 
DEDICATED WITH SPEECHES BY GEN. LOGAN 
AND GOV. OGLESBY—A GREAT TURNOUT. 

The Oakland Republican wigwam, a huge 
structure 76x104 feet, erected by the Oakland 
Republican Club at the corner of Oakwood 
avenue and Drexel boulevard, was dedicated 
jast evening with appropriate ceremonies. The 
building was brilliantly illuminated and hand- 
tomely draped inside and out with American 
flags, portraits-of Blaine and Logan, and vari- 
ous political mottoes. At one end was erected 
a large stage, which was occupied by promi- 
nent guests. The wigwam floor rises like that 
of a theatre, and was occupied by about 3,000 
people, every inch of standing-room being 
taken in addition to the 2,000-seats. Prominent 
Republicans from all parts of Hyde Park, Town 
of Lake, and the Fourth Ward were noticed in 
numbers on the stage and in the crowd. 
Previous to the arrival of the speakers of the 
evening, George Deiges of Hyde Park was 
called for and made a stirring speech. 

About 8:30 o’clock Gen. John A. Logan and 

ex-Gov. Richard J. Oglesby were escorted to 

the wigwam from the house of the Hon. R. W. 
Dunham by about 700 torch-bearing men of 
Blaine and Logan marching clubs from the 
Fourth Ward, Town of Lake, and Hyde Park. 
Their appearance upon the stage was the sig- 
nal for a general demonstration, the entire 
audience rising to its feet and the applause 
lasting several minutes. 

At least 2,000 people who had by this time 
congregated about the wigwam were unable to 
gain entrance. A second grand demonstration 
was therefore organized outside in the open 
air, with bands, torchliguts, ana speakers of its 
own. 


GOV. OGLESBY. 

The mecting was called to order by John R. 
Bensley, President of the Oakiand Republican 
Club, who gave a.short history of the circum- 
stances attending the erection of the wigwam 
and iis purposes, and introduced the first 
speaker ot the evening. ex-Gov. Richard J. 
Oglesby. “Uncle Dicx was greeted with 
tumultuous cheers, and spoke for an hour and 
a half m his usual off-hand, eloquent way, 
close'y holding the attention of the 
crowd, which frequently interrupted 
by prolonged applause. Following is 
* brief synopsis of his address: 
What bas brought you out? Why aren't you at 
home in th> bosom of your families or cooling 
off on Lake Michigan? Something moves you. 
It is a sense of duty; t is a lofty sense of al- 
legiance, and your candidate for the Vice-Pres- 
dency, Gen. John A. Logan great cheering), 
knows the loyal:y and the love of the people of 
Illinois, and will bear witness to it.

GEORGE R. DAVIS. 
HIS PROPOSAL FAIR AND SATISFACTORY. 

Caicago, Sept. 7.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—The Republicansof Cook County, and espe- 
cially of the Third Congressiona! District, are 
certaiuly under lasting obligations to the Hon. 
George R. Davis for the manly course he has 
taken in regard to the unfortunate dirision 
in the district in réspect to the nomination of 
two candidates for Congress. It is not my 
purpose at present to discuss the merits of the 
controversy, although I believe that Col. Davis' 
nomination is entirely regular, and he would 
have been justified in remaining in the fleld as

This was the result of the 
decision of the trouble over the Senatorial 
nomination on the West Side four years ago, 
and we still have two committees in those dis- 
tricts. 

Hut, certainly, no one who has the good of 
the party at heart will question the propridty 
of reterring these questions to a vote of the Re- 
publicans electors in the districta, at an election 
surrounded by all the safeguards the Central 
Committee of the county or the State may throw 
around it. And when this electionis called, 
let all these questions in regard to the double 
eommittees claiming to represent the Repub- 
lican voters, both Congressiona: and Sena- 
torial, be submitted, so that in the future the 
party may present an unbroken front and not 
exhaust its energies in local quarrels.

The weather on the whole has been favorable for | 
corn, sormhum, buckwheat, potatoes (Irish and 
sweet), apples, and grapes, since last report. It 
has been particularly favorable for corn, and has 
increased the per cent of condition very materially. 
Two weeks: more of favorable weather will place 
most of the fields of corn out of danger by frosts. | 
So little wheat has been thrashed that a 
correct estimate of the yield is difficult: to 
make. The increased acreage is placed at 
10% per cent, and, making the yield per 
acre the same as 1883 (and all reports agree that it 
is very much better), the total crop would amount 
to 29,309,459 bushels, and of a much better grade of 
wheat. The oat crop was injured by the wet 
weather, reducing the yield below what was ex- 
pected; itis of light weight, and not up to a good | 
marketable standard. Barley was badly bleached 
by wet weather, and much was lost in the field. 
Where it has been thrashed it yields only about 
twenty-five bushels per ac Buckwheat is look- 
ing well and bids fair to mak a good crop. Irish 
potatoes are much above the usual average. 
Sweet potatoes are good and yielding well. To- 
bacco is not grown as a general crop. The sorghum 
crop is not large, but looking well. The apple crop 
is abundant—the largest ever raised in the State. 
Peaches are au entire failure this year. Grapes 
are of a superior quality and yield largely in ex- 
cess of former years. number of hogs for 
fattening is 11 per cent in excess of last year, and 
the size and weight 1 per cent better.

Bits of Advice to Kings in Regard to 
the Preservatioa of Their Orna- 
ments. 

During the hot weather very few crowns are 
worn this season; and a few hints as to the care 
of the crown itself may not be out of place. 
The crown should not be carelesly hung on the 
hat-rack in the royal ball for the files to roost 
upon. but it should be thoroughly cleaned and 
put away as soon as the weather becomes too 
hot to wear it comfortably. Great care should 
de used in cleaning a gold-plated crown to 
‘avoid wearing out the plating. Take a good 
stiff tooth-brush with a little soapsuds and 
‘clean the crown thoroughly at first, drying it 
on à clean towel and taking care not to drop it 
on the floor and thus knock the moss-agate 
diadem loose. 

Most crowns are size 6%, and they are, there- 
fore, frequently too large for the No. 6 head of 
royalty. In such cases a newspaper may be 
| folded lengthwise and laid inside the sweat- 
band of the crown, thus reducing the size and 
preventing any accident by which his or her 
Majesty might lose the crown in the coal-bin 
while doing the chores. After the Fourth of 
July and other royal holidays this newspaper 
may be removed, and the crown will be found 
none too large for the imperial dome of 
thought. 

Sceptres may be cleaned and wrapped in 
woolen goods during the hot summer months, 
The leg of an old pair of pantaloons makes 6 
| good retort to run a sceptre into while not in 
use. Never try to kill flies or drive carpet- 
tacks with asceptre. It is an awkward tool 
at best, and you mighteasily knock a thumb- 
nail loose, which you would bitterly regret. 
Great care should also be taken of the royal 
robe. Do not use it fora lap robe while din- 
ing, nor sleep in it at night. Nothing looks 
more repugnant thana King on his throne with 
little white feathers all over bis robe. 

The robe of the King should only be worn 
while his Majesty is on the throne.

The local 
hog market was easier and foreign quotations 
tended to a lower range, but the principal cause of
